Win reference to Dockit No 647, dated 5th 
1861, forwarding a Report from the Audit 
Board, datvd 21st June 1561, and Resolution No, 
7972, of 27th June, inthe Minanetal Department, 
passed thereon, on the mode of inserting in the 
Pubhe Accounts the charges for Apnil 1 $61, T bave 
the honor to state that the object of the Audit 
Board's Proceedings 35 to cause the cash payments 
made within the year to be considered the expen- 
diture of the year; now this 1s the principle on 
which the English Poblie Accounts are kept, but 
with this mirked difference in its partial effect, 
nz, that m England the eash payments made 
within the year agree in most stances with the
